Dr, R. F. Horton has retired from 
active work after a pastorate of 50 
years at Lyndhurst Road Congrega- 
tional Church, Hampstead, England. 
He has been asked to retain the con- 
Nection as pastor emeritus, His suc- 
cessor is Rev. John Short, M.A., Ph.D. 
of Bathgate. Dr. Horton has maintain- 
ed a very high place not only in his 
own denomination, but as a great 
Free Churehman, Another event in- 
teresting to Cong:cgationalists every- 
where is the celebration of the hun- 
dredth anniwersary of tle birth of the 
late Dr. R. W. Dale, of Birmingham. 
He was the “lion of the tribe of Free 
Churchmen” for many years before thc 
close of the past century. For 41 
yea:s he was mimnister of Carrs Lane 
Chapel, Birmingham, first as assist- 
unt of the famous John Angell James, 
and then his successor, He was born 
of humble birth in London, but 
Sprang into prominence at almost the 
first ieap, although his own pastor 
opposed a recommendation to send 
him to college. He excelled as a 
preacher and thinker, and was a pow- 
er 45 a citizen of the land. Mr, Joseph 
Chamberlain always had his ear open 
to his counsel, so much so, that op- 
ponents said that the great Radical 
did not represent Birmingham, but 
Carrs Lane pulpit. He died worn out 
physically at the age of 64,

Openings for Switchboard Operators Few, and Salaries 
Not High, But Work is Pleasant; Telegraph Operator 


May Earn as High 


as $168 a Month

“Number Please?” the telephone operator’s voice comes 
softly over the wire as you lift the receiver at your office 
‘phone, and in spite of the jokes about wrong numbers, the 
switch board operator very soon has your right connection. 
You are at-home in the evening and decide to wish a “Happy 


Birthday” to one of the family

What Have the Telephone and Ir 
Telegraph Office To Offer | 


Girls?” Do they like their work? What chances have other | 
Edmonton girls of becoming telephone operators? 
In the city of Edmonton there are about eighty girls em- | 


ployed as full time telephone operators. 


Forty of these are 


in the provincial Government telephone exchange, about half 
i. dozen in the municipal telephone department and the rest 
operate switch boards in departmental stores, hospitals; the 


larger hotels and business offices in the city. 
principle of the work is the same in these places, the routine | 


| 


varies considerably. 
Switchboard Operators * 
| 


The boards vary in structure, the 
newer ones being less complicated 
than the older ones, but a girl can 
generally master the system in three | 
days, although it takes a great deal of 
experience to become expert at it. The 
short preparation needed for this work 
makes these positions very attractive, 
but the small number of them makes 
it almost imposs'ble for the inexperi- 
enced operator to obtain one. Most 
business firms in the city have at pre- 
sent many applications for these posts. 
The salaries vary from sixty to cighty 
dollars a month, Operators work eight | 
hours a day and on the boards which | 
must be kept open for twenty-four 
hours, such as the hospitals and! 
hotels, the work is arranged in e!ght- | 
hour shifts. 

In several lawyers’ offices and other 
firms in the city where there are 
switchboards it is not necessary for a 
cirl to give her whole time to this 
work, so one of the stenographers has 
the board beside her desk and man- 
ages to do a certain amount of steno- 
‘raphic work as well as answer calls. 

The careful operator has the 
satisfaction of knowing that her 
xood work is helpful to others, and 
those who use the phone a great 
deal are deeply appreciative of the 
pains taken by the operator to give 
good service. A few years ago the 
attentive operator of a small medical 
clinic in the city found on her desk 
ut Christmas time twenty-five boxes 
of candy, many of them five and 
ten pound ones, from patients and 
others who had appreciated her 
special kindnesses to them during 
the year. 

In the municipal telephone ex- 
change very few operators are em- 
ployed, as the system is automatic. It 
is only for information, complaint or 
the pay stations that operators are 
needed, so for the various shifts only | 
about a dozen young women are em- 
ployed. This work is not difficult and | 
no special training is needed. 

Long Distance Operators | 
| 


In the provincial long distance ex- 
change 40 young women are employed. 
One is likely to imagine that such a! 
busy exchange is a noisy place, but a 
Visit to this office recently at one of 
the busiest t.mes, Saturday morning, 
revealed that it is a very quiet room, 
with each operator seated in front of 
ber board with the ear phones clamped | 
over her head. The recording operator 
takes the calls as they come in and 
writes the details of the call on a 
ticket, This ticket is carried at once 
by a messenger to the toll operator 
who will put through that call. If 
tiie call is for Calgary it is taken to 
the Calgary toll operator. These 
niessengers are the novices. When a 
girl is first employed in the exchange 
she 18 @ messenger until she becomes 
thoroughly familiar with the system. 
later she is allowed to take some of 
the calls and finally becomes an 
operator, An experienced operator is 
expected to do 230 units an hour, 
each unit taking approximately five 
seconds, so this allows for a rest in 
between. In a rush an operator can 
accomplish 400 units, but she could 
not be expected to keep up this high 
speed for long. 

The officials prefer to employ 
young women who have completed 
Grade 11 or Grade 12 standing. 
Good hearing and a distinct speak- 
ing voice are essential. Another 
necessary qualification for a long 
distance telephone operator, one 
that seems unnecessary at first 
thought, is that she be a good 
writer. In order that the calls be 
transferred correctly from the re- 
ceiving operator to the toll opera- 
ter the ticket must be written 
legibly.. The officials prefer a 
plain round hand to any of the 
ornate scripts. All wishing em- 
ployment in this work must apply 
in their own writing se legible 
handwriting is just as important 
as clear enunciation for the long 
distance operator. 

Officials have found that a girl 
is more likely to develop into an 
expert operator if she enters the 
exchange before she hax reached 
the age of twenty five. There is a 
certain nervous tension about the 
work which disturbs « more mature 
person who has not become ac- 
customed to it. 

Year's Training Necessary 

Tt takes a year to train a fully 
eualified operator, Then her work | 
not purely routine and she does not 
get in a rut as one would suppose in 
such mechanical work, because she 
niust always keep up a high standard 
of efficiency. One careless operator 
would weaken the whole chain of 
telephone service, so all are being 
constantly ghecked, In the telephone 
bullding there is an observation room 
quite apart from the operators where 
a supervisor watches all the long 
distance lines and checks the calls 
Ghe doesn't speak over the line and 
the genera! public does not know of 
her existence. As a result of thou- 
eunds of observations she draws up an 
fidex which reflects the general con- 
dition of business in the exchange. 
¥rom month to month, an office 
rating ts given out, which the officials 
are constantly trying to improve, so 
each {ndividual operat r must be on 
the alert, This adds @ spirit of com- 

etition to the work which increases 
is interest and prevents the opera-

There is a regular scale of salaries 
in the telephone department. 
messenger receives fifty dollars a 
month. This is the young girl who 
has just entered the exchange and 
's more or less of an “office boy.” 
When she becomes a student opera- 
tor she earns fifty-five. There is 
no definite time for her apprentice- 
ship as a_ messenger or student 
operator. Once she becomes an 
operator the salary scale increases 
yearly, the maximum being reach- 
ed in the sixth year which is ninety 
five dollars, while a supervisor 
earns $107.50, 

As a telephone exchange must be 
kept open 24 fours in the day, and 
seven days in the week, it is necessary 
for some the girls to do night work, 
and work on Sundays and holidays. A

“Long Distance” really is long dis- 
tance as far as calls through the 
Edmonton exchange go. During the 
holiday season dozens of calls were 
put through to New York, Toronto, 
Seattle and other distant centres 
by Edmontonians who wished their 
friends the “compliments of the 
season” over the “silent partner.” 
This is one of the many little things 
that keeps telephone operating from 
becoming monotonous as one can- 
not be bored when a voice from the 
Atlantic comes through over the 
wire, When an operator has been 
trying several times to get a diffi- 
cult connection at the Chicago or 
New York central and finally after 
an hour or so it comes through 
she feels the same thrill as the 
radio fan who sits up all night at 
his five tube set and finally hears 
an orchestra playing in Timbuctoo. 

Recently the provincial telephone 
department honored those who had 
completed twenty years in its service 
Among the operators who had served 
that long there was only one woman, 
Miss Carrie Marshall of Innisfail.

Russia is not content that these rights for 
women shall be available only for those of the

London and New York have their pulice- 
women.

It would 
be almost a pleasure to be “run in” by some of 
the most attractive—if it were not that Russian 
reform has not yet perhaps penetrated wholly 
nto its prisons. 

There are several qualified women pilots in 
the Russian air force, and charming, happy- 
looking, competent damsels they are, too. In 
fact the equality of rights even extends, since 
last August, to the army. The demand of the 
Slav feminists for equa! rights in military ser- 
vice was then partially granted, and is expected 
later to be extended. The chief difference at 
present is that military training for women is 
not compulsory. But early in August it was 
announced that a limited number of women 
would be admitted to technica! military schools. 
lt was specified, in the official announcement, 
that such women would be subject to exactly 
the same military discipline as men. 

If thie regulation is carried out literally it 
means that women soldiers will not receive any 
time off for child-birth, or other special sex

But they are 
granted no specia! privileges, not even separate 


quarters, and most of them enlisted in disguise. 

Russia is still overwhelmingly illiterate, but 
this condition is being speedily remedied. Women 
are now granted an equal opportunity for edu- 
cation, higher as well as lower, technical as well 
as cultural. ‘In Moscow thousands of young 
students marry before graduation, some of them 
several years before. Divorces are easy to pro- 
ure, but this liberty does not o have en- 
gendered license. Prof. All Johnson, an 
American stat t recently 
working in Moscow, showed me figures to prove 
that there is a higher ¢ ntage of divorces in 
New York than in Moscow. 

It is all a fascinating experiment in social 
education, sex equality and political encourage- 
ment. Madame Kameneva suins it up in this 
way: 

“In our youth-organizations and the organi- 
zations of pioneers a new woman is being educa- 


ted, free from the old traditions fit to earn her 
living, eager for knowledge and culture; she is 
engaged in industry, sport, military activities 
and education, which are fitting her to be a 
comrade to the male student and to the Red 
Army man. The education of the younger gen- 
eration of the revolution, of the pioneers and 
the October Juniors, is constructed on a com- 
rade-like principle, which make our children’s 
organizations a healthy and active social family. 

“Thus we reconstruct our enormous country 
upon a new basis; the adults we compel gradu- 
ally to educate themselves, and the youth, uon- 
spoiled by old traditions, to show the way to 
their less advanced parents.”

Losses suffered in the shipment ot 
livestock to market causcd by damage 
to high grade animals by horned cat- 
tle, was the main topic of discussion 
in the council chambers f the Civic 
block Friday afternoon, and as a re- 
sult a resolutiog urging the Western 
Canada Livestock Union to further 
encourage and devise ways and means 
of reducing such losses in Livestock 
through dehorning, more efficient 
handling and that an increased cam- 
paign of education along these lines 
be urged through the various channel: 
now available, was put through the 
convention. 

Sessions End 


The cattlemen, with the conclusion | 


of thelr annual meeting Friday, 
brought to a close a two-day session 
of the Alberta Provincial Breeders’ 
Association, which represents the four 
main divisions, sheep, swine, horses 
and cattle. 

The above resolution was put in the 
form of an amendment to a motion 
made by one of the delegates asking 
that the shipper of horned cattle be 
penalized by the imposition of a per 
head discount on all horned cattle 
shipped. 

Many delegates participated in the 
debate that ensued following the mov- 
ing of the origina] motion, but the 
majority of the speakers expressed 
the opinion that the shipper of horn- 
ed cattle was penalized enough as it 
was by having to take a lower price 
for his product than the shipper of de- 
horned cattle and therefore the pro- 
blem should be overcomé in some 
other way. 

Another matter of vital importance 
affecting the Livestock industry in 
northern Alberta was that of bring- 
ing to the attention of the railways 
the fact that there is a demand for 
Paritioned freight: cars for the ship- 
ment of cattle. 

It was pointed out that if the pro- 
per partitioned equipment could be 
placed at the disposal of the shipper 
then the losses from the damage 
caused by horned cattle in transit, 
could be materially reduced.

The closest bonds of sympathy and 
love united Miss Fields and Miss 
Whiting As a girl Miss Whiting 
formed the greatest admiration for 
the older woman, because of her liter- 
ary work They later became ac- 
quainted and for fifteen years were 
the dearest of friends. 

Death finally claimed Miss Fields, 
but, even then, according to the tes- 
timony of Miss Whiting, their friend- 
ship did not cease. They remained in
